So Says Gov. Hughes to the 
Lepislature 


STRINGENT LAWS ADVISED 


In Order to Check Reprehensible 
Practices Disclosed by Recent 
Financial Upheaval — Abso- 
lute Suppression of Race 
Track Gambling 
irged,. 


Albany, N. Y., January !.—The annual 
message of Governor Hughes, which was 
sent to the legislature today, contains 
many important recommendations. Chief 
among these, in the light of certain con- 
ditions disclosed by the recent financial 
upheaval, is a recommendation regulat- 
ig@g the amendment of the law relating 
to banks and trust companies, In bring- 
ing the matter to the attention of the 
legislators, the governor urges them to 
adopt every practicable means “to pre- 
vent repetition of reprehensible prac- 
tices and to assure the proper manage- 
ment of the financial institutions char- 
tered and supervised by the state, upon 
whose stability and prosperity the in- 
terests of our people in every walk of 
life so largely depend.” 

Another important recommendation 
has as its object the complete suppres- 
sion of race track gambling throughout 
the state. 

Direct nominations at primaries and a 
simplified form of ‘ballot are urged ,in 
the message, and recommendations also 
are made for better provision for the 
care and protection of emigrants. 

The Banknig Laws. 


With reference to the banking 
the message says: 

“Recent events have demonstrated the 
necessity for providing effective means 
for preventing the exploitation of banks 
and trust companies and the acquisition 
and use of a control of a number of in- 
stitutions to facilitate selfish schemes 
opposed to sound banking. If suitable 
restrictions are imposed in explicit form 
and with appropriate penalties, insuring 
adequate knowledge and proper action 
on the part of the board of directors 
with regard to loans and other trans- 
actions, preventing the deposits of 
moneys of one institution with another 
in order that the officers, directors or 
stockholders of the former may obtain 
desired credits from the latter; Mmit- 
ing the amount which may be loaned 
by any bank or trust company upon 
the stock of another financial institu- 
tion; reducing the amount which may be 
loaneg on collateral to any one inter- 
est, and erecting «proper safeguards | 
against loans and investments in aid | 
lof schemes of promotion represented by 
marketable securities, and if in addi- 
tion suitable means are provided,for the 
enforcement of the superintendence of 
banks with regard to improper or un- 
safe practices, the security of our finan- 
cial institutions and the confidence 
which springs from just reliance upon 
their proper management, will be great- 
ly strengthened 
Troest Companies and the Reserve. 


“It ts apparent that existence of de- 
mand obligations requires reserves to 
be maintained and that they have the 
salutary tendency to prevent an undue 
expansion of credits. With regard to the 
trust companies, however, the matter 
of regerves is a phase of larger question. 
It was not contemplated by the law re- 
lating to trust companies that they 
should engage in the same business as 
banks. In practice, however, they have 
engaged in the Danking business upon 
@ large scale and the moneys deposited 
with them are for the most part payable 
on demand. 

‘“Wihatever reserves, or other restric- 
tions, mey be deemed advisable with 
reference to demand deposits in the case 
of a bank should be equally obligatory 
with reference to the same sort of de- 
posits in the case of a trust company.” 

The governor recommends that pro- 
vision be made for liquidation of in- 
solvent banking institutions unde rthe 
supervson of the superntendent of 
banks. 

Extreme caution in making any 
changes in the present nsurance law is 
urged by the governor. He suggests 
the advisability of providing for the 
liquidation under the supervision of 
the superintendent of insurance in in- 
solvent insurance corporations in the 
Same manner as its provided for the 
liquidation of banking institutions.

Public Utilities Commission. 


The enlargement of the scope of the 
public service commissions law advo- 
cated in the message would provide for 
the extension of the act to include tel- 
egraph and telephone companies in ad- 
dition to the corporations already un- 
der supervision. Such extension of the 
act would bring the telegraph and tel- 
ephone companies under regulations to 
rates, eervice ana other matters simi- 
lar to that which obtains in the case 
of corporations at present subject to 
the law. The governor recommends 
that the extension of jurisdiction shal] 
take effect on Octeber |, 1908. 

The question of bovine tuberculosis 
is referred to as one which requires 
serous attention. “The disease is 
spreading,’’ says the message, ‘and we 
not only suffer from what may be 
called its natural increase, but the 
meassres that a@re taken in neighbor- 
ing communities for their own protec- 
tion have made o state the recipient 
on a large scale of tuberculosis cattle 
which have been ejected elsewhere 
Inspection of meat td insure loca! pro- 
tection, particularly with.regard to the 
disposition of reject animals, is a 
necessary supplement *¥o federal in- 
spection in connection with interstate 


commerce.” 


Race Track Gambling. 


In discussing race-track betting, Gor- 
ernor Hughes recites the constitutional 
provision forbidding lotteries, poolsell- 
ing, bookmaking and other farms of 
gambling within the state, and \mpow- 
ering the legislature to fix peneitiies 
therefor, and the amendment wt the 
penal code whclf prescribes the pun- 
ishment for poolselling at race tracks 
and the forfeiture of ‘money paid by 
the bettor to be recovered in a civil 
action. The message continues: 
“rhe evils and demoralizing influences 
and, it may be added, the economic 
waste, at which the constitution afmed, 
exist under the law, and, in fact. are 
stimulated and ineoreased through its 
provision.

WAR URGED ON CATTLE TICK 


People of South Asked to Use Influ- 


ence in Congress. 


Baton Rouge, Ia., January !.—Dr. W. 
R. Dodson, director of the state experi- 
ment stations of Louisiana, has issued 
an appeal to the people of the southern 
states to use their influence with the 
United States senators and congressmen 
to secure a liberal appropriation from 
congress to aid the southern states in 
fighting the cattle tick. 

In the letter he says: 

“One of the most important problems 
confronting southern agriculture today 
is the eradication of the cattle fever 
tick. <A careful estimate by federal av- 
thorities places the annual loss to the 
cattle interests of the infected southern 
states at the enormous sum of $40,000,- 
000. Sufficient work has already been 
done to demonstrate the feasibility of 
cleaning the present infected territory of 
this expensive parasite.”

Levy Upon Terminals. 


Some time during today Sheriff 
W. Nelms, of Fulton county, ‘will 
directed to levy upon the property of the 
Louisville and Nashville terminal to 
satisfy a fi. fa., which was § issued 
against this corporation yesterday by 
Comptroller General Wright in settle- 
ment of state, county, city” and school 
taxes, a 

The ag@regate amount due is in the 
neighborhood of $6,500, which this cor- 
poration contends it is not liable for. 
Several days ago the fi. fa. was drawn 
by the comptroller general, but was 
not issued until approved by Attorney 
Genera! Hart. This has been done now, 
and all is in readinese for its service. 
The ‘Louisville and Nashville railroad 
contends that the terminals in dispute, 
at the foot of Alabama street, and 
split by the Washington street viaduct, 
are not liable for taxation, in that tney 
are built upon the right of way owned 
by the Georgia Railroad and Banking 
‘Company, which, in its charter, is ex- 
empt from taxation. 

Comptroller General Wright contends 
that when the property was leased by 
the Georgia road to another corporation 
this exemption ceased. He has assessed 
a value upon the terminals at $260,000. 
This will make the state tax amount 
to $1,300; the,county tax, $1,500; the 
city tax, $3,250, and the school tax, 
$660. 
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Ask Revocation of License. 


Attorney General Hart will today file 
in the superior court fa petition for order 
asking for the revocation of the Com- 
monwealth (fire) Insurance Company and 
the dissolution of ¢his corporation, and 
will ask that the company, which is 
chartered in Georgia es a mutual assess- 
ment company, should show cause Why 
this action shoulkg not be taken. 

This follows an alleged failure wpon 
the jpart of this company, which is 
nominally officered by retail store clerks, 
to gay a fire loss placed in the hands 
of Anderson, Felder, Rountree & Wil- 
son for collection. 

Ag this company is a mutual and an 
assessinent company under the Georgia 
law no deposit is required to ‘be filed 
with the state treasurer for the eettle- 
ment of these alleged losses. 

For years the comptroller general has 
endeavored to have the law amended, 
requiring these compantes to make a 
deposit of $5,000 to fwiflll its contracts. 

After this complaint was filed with 
the comptroller he fevestigated the com- 
pany and has come @ the conclusion 
that it is insolvent, e@d @t is charged 
that it is being conducted elong fraud 
lines and should be stopped trom doing 
business in Georgia, 

It is said that the head offices of the 
company are in Chicago, and that the 
Georgia end of @t is @ mere branch.

Balletins by Commission. 


It is announced as the purpose of the 

railroad commission of Georgia to issue 
a Dulletin every week or so, which will 
have @ bearing upon the topics which 
have been decided Dy the interstate com- 
merce commission and which are of per- 
tinent interem to the shippers of Geor- 
gia. 
The first of these was issued on yes- 
terday when the decision of the commis- 
sion, at Washington, on the subject of 
“short weight cars of coal” was pab- 
Mshed. 

In this decisién #% was annoutced that 
a shipper was billed for two cans of 


hooal, each supposed to weigh 88, 


yunds, and that one actually weighed 
gisg0O and the other 81,000 pounds. Tne 
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shipper demanded a_ refund for the 
charge which he hag peid on the coal 
and which he did_ not receive, and the 
interstate commerce commission award- 
ed the refund. 

Chairman McLendon has written to 
Chairman H. W. Woolf, of the Southern 
Weighing and Inspection bureau, ask- 
ing if the same could not ocour in At- 
Janta or any other Georgia city. 

He writes: 


The Georgia railroad commission would like 
to know if it is not possible for identically the 
same think to happen every day in Georgia, 
and if, as @ matter of fact, it does not hap- 
pen in the shipments of coal, coke or ore, 
why it does not happen, and if it does not 
happen, the commission would like to know 
what there is to prevent it happening. 

As I understand it, your bureau is to detect 
and correct in transit with its 500 employees 
all errors in classification and errors in 
weight, corrections being made both for and 
against the carriers, and to make notations 
of same on expense bills.~ Here the work of 
bureau ends, as you do not follow 
these expense bills into cashiers’ offices to 
see that the proper corrections are there 
mada. 

Making the mine owner, who ts himself 
the seller, the agent for the weighing and in- 
spection bureau. gives him a dual character 
and a very trying dual relation to this par- 
ticular business. [ am only presenting what 
seems to be a vital question to all users of 
coal in this state, and inviting a discussion 
with you and all others concerned with a 
view to discovering evil if it exists. If there 
are any Leonards (name of Kansas City man)

In each and every instance Judge Hart 
has dechined to deliver an opinion. He 
States that tHese are questions of fact 
and not of construction. 

After being importuned on this subject 
of keeping alcoho! for the _ purposes 
mentroned he stated: “J have no au- 
thority to @mend the law by construc- 
tion nor to enlarge its provisions. The 
language of the general assembly hardly 
admits of construction, as % is plain 
any not ambiguous. Persons engaged in 
the manufacture of these commodities 
must decide these matters for them- 
selves. In so far us this office is con- 
cerned 1 would advise all to live square- 
ly up to the provisions of the prohibi- 
tion law.”’

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STATE COLLEGE ON WHEELS 
WILL MOVE IN FEBRUARY 


Dr. A. M. Soule, dean of the $100,000 
agricultural college at Athens, and 
Chancellor D. C. Barrow of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, have secured from 
the railroad commissioners of Georgia, 
permission for the “Agricultural Col- 
lege on Wheels” to begin its tour of 
the state.

Nine Licenses Are Issued by 
Alabama Probate Judge 


CALL IS MADE ON GOVERNOR 


He Is Asked to Enforce the Prohibi- 
tion Law in Cullman County. 
Saloon Men Claim the Law 
Is Unconstitutional, and 
Will Make Fight. 


Birmingham, Ala, January !.—Declar- 
ing the prohibition laws as tar as 1908 
are concerned, unconstitutional, the 
probate judge of Cullman county has 
issued nine saloon licenses, and after 
the New Year holiday the liquor estab- 
lishments will be opened.

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The Negro as His Own Friend. 

It is réfreshing to find and indorse 
such eminently sensible, logical doc- 
tiiné as appeared in a recent article 
in The New York Age, a negro period- 
ical that has not always preached 
wisely and wel] to its own people. 

The writer analyzes the character- 
istics of his race and the undeniable 
but deplorable tendency of whites 
here and there to fudge it by its_worst 
specimens. He concludes that the 
negro is a peculiar race, so distinctly 
set apart from the rest of humanity 
that it behooves each man and wo- 
r:an of it to remember that in per- 
forming a lawful or noble act they 
ave elevating the entire species. 

He elaborates his idea in the-follow- 
ing plain fashion: 

Every time a negro does a superior 
piece of work, every time be makes 
a machine, builds a good house, 
writes a good poem, or does any 
peculiarly brave and generous act, 
he helps the whole race. There is no 
one who does so much good or harm 
to us as another member of our race. 
This is not true, to the same extent 
at least, of any other race in the 
country. We want to get close to- 
gether. We want to know the per- 
sons in our race who are doing us 
good, and the persons who are do- 
ing us harm. Wwe want, as T. 
Thomas Fortune once tinely said: 
“To damn our criminals and glorify 
ovr heroes.”’ 


It would be difficult for the most 
faithful or informed friend of the ne- 
gro to frame a better creed for his 
guidance, as a race. It gospel 
truth that no one -hurts or helps the 
race more than its members and 
their individual actions—whether ex- 
pressed in noble sentiments and law- 
abiding industry, or incendiary utter- 
ances, bestial crimes or foolish dreams 
of social equality.

Since 
the average newspaper { »«-siS four 
ounces or less. each papef sent to 4a 
subscriber in arrears for longer period 
than indicated will cost the publishers 
i cent fine.

ATLANTA NEGROES SPEAK. 


Give Sound Advice to Their Race in 
Emancipation Day Addresses. 


Gainesville, Ga., January !.—(Special.) 
The emancipation proclamation exer- 
cises of the negro race were celebrated 
here today. The colored people were 
in town from the surrounding country. 
Rev. R. D. Stinson, vice president of 
Morris Brown college, Atlanta, was 
the speaker. Among other things he 
said: 

This, the first day of January, should mean 
very much to every member of our race in a 
sober, conservative and wise sense. 

It is hardly necessary that I should go 
over the oft-repeated story of how and when 
our freedom came. You are familiar, no 
doubt, with that phase of the story. There 
ts little if anything to be gained by speaking 
of the unpleasantries that existed in other 
days. 

I repeat, we should gather here today to re- 
count how successful our race has been in 
the past and at the present time in securing 
the fullest amount of substantial, moral, re- 
ligious, educational and prosperous develop- 
ment. 

Our race got almost as much out of slavery 
as the owner. We were brought into this 
country without a language, without the 
Christian religion and without civilization. 

I soberly appeal to your wiser and better 
judgment to say whether we are better off 
today morally, intellectually, religiously and 
financially than had we remained in Africa 
under existing circumstances. 

It is hardly necessary that I should recount 
the ty that: hag attended our people 
since 1 and why should it not, surround- 
ed as we are, and with 850 years, quite 300 
now, of contact with such civilization? We 
are adding to the practical assets of each 
community in which we live; we are seeing 
the necessity of a wise expenditure of our 
dally earnings; we Bre learning that every 
interest that stands for the betterment of 
the community is for our good. The leaders 
of the race are coming to the oneness 


you overlook 
that while we have this brighter side to our 
life and citizenship, and while there are 
among us that give 
there is an 


work’’ class who frequent the dives and 
through whom an unwholesome criticism Is 
alleged at the door of the race. I say to you 
in candor today, with a clean, intelligent, 
honest leadership with the proper conceprion 
of a basis upon which a race ig to rise and 
a love for honest work, we can most de- 
cidedly improve our present condition. Sen- 
timentalism, constant criticism, bluff and 
sham can no longer count for much, coming 
from whomever it does. Real character in a 
demonstrative way in the locality where one 
lives will be the test. 

The man who works six days in the week, 
who respects the law, who does a legitimate 
business, who owng a little home, and who 
pays taxes will be given some consideration 
where he lives. The man who lives by his 
wits and schemes, who carries his gun, who 
is a rowdy and who respects neither the 
rights of man nor the claims of God, will 
have a hard time, no matter what he may 
say or think. 

The school, the church and the home are 
yet to be the centers from which the stana- 
ard of citizenship will be ushered. There 8 
no reason why every child, woman and man 
should not be able to receive a wholesome 
and practical influence from these centers of 
civilization. 

The individual who cherishes anf hopes to 
engender prejudice, hate, envy and constant- 
ly talk to ignorant, WMly-prepared people 
about rights and privileges will find himself 
sooner or later overtaken in hig unwise and 
unsafe schemes. The next few years will 
prove without a reasonable doubt that leader- 
ship among our race will mean honesty, 
character and unselfishly ralping 
masses to a higher and better life.
